Hughes, Now Here, Called 
to Confer on Navy Plans 
for Hawaiian Maneuvers 


(BY A. NIGHT WIRE) 

SAN DIEGO, April 1. — Tele- 
graphic orders to return to Wash- 
ington at once to confer with 
President Coolidge and Secretary 
of the Navy Wilbur on the Navy's 
plans for the Hawalian maneuvers. 
were received today by Rear-Aéd- 
miral Charlies F. Hughes, director 
of the fleet training. 

Admiral Hughes, now aboard the 
flagehip California at Los Angeles 
Harbor, will leave tomorrow for 
the national capital, it is reported, 
and will return to San Francisco 
in time to take passage to Hono- 
lulu aboard the California before 
the fleet sails the 15th inet. 

The orders from the Navy De- 
partment came as a big surprise 
to fleet authorities. Admiral Hughes 
arrived here from Washington 
March 20. last. to witness the force 
practice of the United States Fleet 
and was under instructions to re- 
main with the California until the 
completion of the Hawalian ma- 
neuvers. 


JURISTS STUDY NEUTRALITY 


G. W.. Wickersham Tells Conference at Geneva How 
International Code May Be F ormed 


(SY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 
GENEVA, April 1—German neutrality in war time came up in- 
directly today during the inaugural sessions of the conference of world 
jurists gathered to study the progressive codification of international 


law. 

George W. Wickersham, former 
United States Attorney-General, 
offered concrete suggestions as to 
how to proceed with the task. He 
was followed by Prof. Schuecking. 
German jurist, who emphasized his 
happiness in participating in the 
League's codification despite the! 
fact that Germany is not a mem- 
ber of the League. 

The question of German  neu- 
trality formed one of the features 
of Germany's memorandum to the 
powers on the Counc!] during the 
earlier exchange of views on Ger- 
man adherence to the League and 
has been linked in the German 
mind with Berlin's desire to say 
when and how as a member of 
the League she would contribute 
to es against an aggressor 
state. 

Prof. Schuecking favored be- 
ginning the task before the jurists 
by excluding those points of law 
on which an agreement stemmed 
diMicult for the moment, and con- 
centreting on matters on whieh 
unanimity appeared assured. 

This, in great measure, aleo was 
Mr. Wickereham's plan. He 
gested that the jurists might pro 
by the example of the American 
Law Inetitute in drafting certain 
accomplished principles of com- 
mon law and having them stand 
for the guidance of the tribunals, 


leaving upon those who do not 
accept these principles in any giv- 


@n case the burden of proving that 
the law thus presented is not a fair 
or exact statement. 

So, in international law, Mr. 
Wickersham hopes that the com- 
pliation of principles will be ac- 
cepted gradually by the govern- 
ments and « serve as the 
basic law of the orld Court of

Schwartz issued the following 
statement: 

“An agreement has been reached 
for the sale of Dodge Brothers, 
Inc., to Dillon, Read & Co. and 
contracts of purchase now are be- 
ing drawn. 

“Consolidation of Dodge with 
any other company or companies 
is not in contemplation by the pur- 
chaser and current rumors of con- 
solidation are entirely without 
foundation. 

“It ts the intention that Dodge 


Brothers, Inc., shall continue to 
be conducted as an independent 
concern. without change in policy 
or personnel of management.”

(RY A. P. MIGHT Wire! 
SACRAMENTO, April 1.—Actu-

city. The basis of the protest is 
that the singing of such songs is 
objectionable to parents and chil- 
dren of the Jewish faith. 

The counter-protests, also signed 
by residents o1 Long Beach, were 
aimed at the protests of Jewis 
women and designed to prevent the 
board from taking any steps to bar 
songs now in use in the schools. 

Suggestions tnat teachers should 
use tact in arranging musical pro- 
Grams ‘east likely’ to cause fric- 
tion were numerous, but this was

Duell Utterly Confused by

The 
British began to subsidize passen- 
ger-lines by capitalizing them; the 
French by paying thern bounties on 
every trip.

FLYING UNCOMFORTABLE 

As for comfort, flying at best is 
roughing it. Not one person in 
thousands, aviators é¢stimate, rea!- 
ly likes to go up in the air for the 


first time. We have an implanted 
racial] instinct against getting our 
feet off the ground. The dips and 
bounces of this unstable vehicle 
disturb most passengers: airsick- 
ness is almost as common as sea- 
sickness. In an open machine, one 
is fighting the great wind generated 
by a speed of 100 miles an hour; 
even in a cabin machine, one is 
packed like a sardine. 

I need cite no figures or statistics 
to prove that air travel is not yet 
reliable. Finally. it costs much 
more than transportation by land 
or sea. The Europeans maintain 
their passenger eviation frankly as 
a military auxiliary. It furnishes 
them with a reserve corps of 
trained pilots; it keeps the fac- 
tories running at concert pitch; it 
provides a supply of engines 
against an emergency. 

We have not subsidized aviation. 
Nevertheless, we have had one 
passenger line which, going on its 
own, made money for a while. Its 
craft plied between the Florida 
mainiand and the American or 
British islands off the coest. But 
thie year, the high cost of replace- 
ment forced it to suspend opera- 
tions, at least temporarily. Here 
comes tn another difficulty of com- 
mercial aviation. An airplane is a 
frail craft. The engine, run con- 
stantly with « wide-open throttle, 
must overhauled after 300 
hours at least; two or three over- 
haulings, and it is finished. Cer- 
tain other parts wear out almost 
as fast. When you have spent 
$10.000 to $15,000 apiece for your 
machines, your outlay on “rolling 
stock” hes only begun. For the 
present, one may count out pas- 
senger aviation by heavier-than-air 
machines. 


MAY BE SOLUTION 

The true airship, the dirigible of 
the Bhenandoah or Los Angeles 
type. may have a better future. 
Even now, it affords much more 
pleasant travel than the airplanes. 
“For ordinary comfort, leaving 
our unnecessary luxuries,”’ gaid an 
officer who flew on the Las An- 
geles to Bermuda, “we were at 
jeast as well off as sea-travelers on 
the best liners fifty years ago. We 
were much better off if you figure 
on seasickness.”’

Si¢ Francis Drake Recorded First

Sir Frances Drake, buccaneer 95f

These cockroaches, however, were 
sturdy fellows, given to living in 
dark and narrow places, and there- 
fore happy in the holds of ships 
that plied the seas. Thus these 
argosies of commerce have served 
as a means of broadcasting the 
cockroach, and it is found in 
aSundance wherever man dwells. 
His bones ve provided suitable 
breeding an welling places for 
these children of the warm coun- 
tries. 

New species, one in America, and 
one in Australia, were found and 
distributed. So have world -girdling 
multitudes of them appeared where 
before there were none at all or but 
local tribes. This increase In the 
range and numbers of the cock- 
roach is typical of the man infiu- 
ence in the insect world.—f{ William 
Du Puy in Harper's Mag- 
azine.

ANK YOU KINDLY 

Los Angeles district is virtually the 
only one in the revenue service that shows 
a substantial gain in collections, in spite 
of wholesale reductions in income-tax rates. 
The collections for the year just ended, as 
reported from the Los Angeles office, were, 
in round numbers, $48,000,000, which is al- 
most $12,000,000 ahead of the receipts for 
the previous year. Reductions from the 
tax schedules of 1920 would call for a les- 
sening of nearly $10,000,000 in the collec- 
tions, but the increase in wealth and popu- 
lation Bot only made up this amount, but 
sent the receipts much higher. Citizens in 
Southern California seem to be able to sit 
up and take considerable nourishment. 


ERVING HIS; COUNTRY 

The dean Illinois Assembly has 
been in legislative halls for more than 
iwenty-five years and in ali that time has 
presented but twelve bills for considera- 
tion. Most of these have been party or 
committee measures, not originating with 
himself. Yet be is considered one of the 
most valuable men in the State. His ca- 
pacity for spotting improper or dangerous 
legislation is phenomenal. He has become 
the official fool-killer of the Assembly—-a!. 
though a member of the minority party. It 
isn't the man who can devise the most leg- 
islation, but the one who can kill off the 
most, who serves his country best. Time 
shows that the less legislation the people 
have the better they prosper and enjoy 
themselves. 


HE DEEPEST HOLE 

Where is the deepest hole in the 
ground? Some folks think we have it right 
here in Los Angeles, where lots of che 
drillers have sunk their gimlets for more 
than a mile. But there are mine shafts as 
deep as that. Just now Brazil claims to 
have the deepest puncture the old earth 
knows. The St. John del Ray mine in the 
State of Minas Geraes has recently been 
deepened to a level of 6800 feet below the 
surface. This is a gold mine, but it also 
produces silver and arsenic. It dates back 
to the time of the Portuguese occupation of 
Brazil, but for the last ninety years has 
been in the hands of a British company 
and as late as last year nearly $2.500.000 
worth of the precious metal was taken 
out. The mine is the mainstay of a city 
of 12,000 inhabitants and there ore nearly 


prone to err, no better system of discrim- 
ination has yet been discovered. 

From time to time majorities recognize 
their errors and correct them, and it is 
through its mistakes that the world pro- 
gresses. It takes the wrong road much 
oftener than the right, but every genera- 
tion takes a few faltering steps forward, 
and that.is progress. 

A common error committed by those liv- 
ing under representative government is to 
refuse to obey a law which does not appeal 
to them as just. They refuse to accept the 
opinion and the will of the majority and 
set their personal opinion in opposition to 
that of the majority of the community; and 
in this they are within their right: but. if 
they proceeded to. violate every law which 
they do not consider just and every one 
of their neighbors did, the same law would 
be replaced by anarchy. 

Believers in sovietism consider it no 
crime to take possession of the property 
of another. For them there is no theft. for 
individual possession of any material thing 
is to them unjust. If those holding. this 
belief were permitted to rob their neigh- 
bors with impunity our present community 
life would be destroyed.: Another may not 
believe that the community has a right to 
enact and enforce traffic legislation. He 
may argue that the streets are free and 
each should be permitted to use them in 
his own way. But, if the activities of all 
believing this were to be unrestrained, traf- 


more deadly than at present. 

Under the caption “Seeing Ghosts” The 
Times ‘today publishes one of the letters 
in question. The sincerity of the writer is 
evident, but he is a sincere believer in a 
false theory. The letter begins, “The more 
one thinks of that stupendous doctrine, 
that we must obey the law regardiess of 
its wisdom, affirming thus the shameful 
principle of slavery, mgy I ask what The 
Times and the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia and the prohibitionists also what 
they would do if such laws as the following 
were péssed: 

“Property being robbery (there is no 
need to prove it) the property of The 
Times, of the university as well as all oth- 
er properties shall be confiscated without 
even compensation. 

“Would The Times and the university 
submit to such a jaw?’ 

Perhaps the writer considered this a pos- 
er. But the answer is simple. If the Con- 
stitution of the United States were to be 
replaced by some Communistic charter 
which permitted such injustice and should 
the representatives of the people of Cali- 
fornia and Los Angéles pass such a law, 
The Times and the university, if still in 
existence—which they very probably wold 
not be-—-would offer no physical resistance 
to carrying it into effect. 

But the question is based on an assump- 
tion similar to that of asking an orange- 
grower what he would do with his oranges 
if the trees in his orchard began to bear 
crabapples. 

The right of property is guaranteed by 
the Constitution; and while the govern- 
ment possesses the power to enforce the 
Constitution no confiscation of property 
can take piace. The majority possesses 
the power, through its representatives, io 
amend the Constitution. But, to the pres- 
ent time,’the majority has been possessed 
of a sufficient sense of justice not to ap 
prove laws. which make life intolerable to 
that majority. For the minorities . which 
do not believe in the existing laws two 
methods of redress are open to them: they 
can campaign for the repeal of the laws 
that seem to them unjust or they can mi- 
grate to other states where such laws are 
not in effect. 

Yet it would be well for the writer of 
this letter, and others similarly minded, to 
reflect that, despite what they consider un- 
just laws, we have been compelled to pass 
stringent immigration restrictions to pre- 
vent enough people coming here from 
states where no such laws are in effect to 
overrun the whole country. 


MENACING WAR LORD 

That there should be such a scramble 
for the post of American Minister to Pe- 
king, as is reported from Washington, 
shows that politicians have little terror of 
mixing up in bellicose affairs in a foreign 
country. 'There has been peace in China 
for a short interval, but now that bullying 
Manchurian war lord, Chang Tso Lin, is at 
it again. Chang, who lately had been re- 
ported as friendly to the Christian general, 
Feng-Hsiang, and, indeed, had helped him 
to seat the Marshal Tuan as head of the 
present de facto government, has become 
disaffected, as it is about time to expect 
him to be, and declares that he will no 
longer stand for a Christian rule of affairs 
at Peking. He is said to be massing his 
forces and getting ready to seize the reins 
of government in his own big, brawny 
hands. 
Gen. Chang is a large man with large 
influence, though known to be a bit uncer- 
tain in the matter of his allegiance to the 
side, whatever it may be, with which he 
casts his lot. He is said to have amassed 
a large fortune in Manchuria as the result 
of his raids in Northern China. For a long 
time he was reported to be in the pay of 
the Japanese government, his salary being 
$50,000 a year. Just how long he might 
be able to hold Peking if he stormed it 
successfully is doubtful, but one thing is 
certain, judging from his history, he would 
lose nothing in a*material way by such a 
conquest, for, even though forced to vacate, 
he would march off with rich spoils. 
Whoever gets the post of Minister from 
this country will have his work cut out for 
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Getting Ready 
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become an oriental storm center because | 
of the menace of the Manchurian war lord, 
but the new Minister may find himeaif 
messed up in the squabble going on be- 
tween the conservative Chinese element 
and the Bolshevik agitators. . According to 
the English newspapers published in China, 
Bolshevism is gaining ground day by day, 
due to the persistence with which the Rus- 
sian Ambassador has been exerting his in- 
fluence in Chinese affairs and to the fact 
that the Russians are swarming into the 
country and making their presence felt by 
ceaseless agitation. 

It has been ascertained that Bolsheviks 
caused the recent great strike of textile | 
factory hands in Shanghai and that soviet. 
Russia backed the strikers. Thirty thou- 
sand of these strikers recently held a wasn 
demonstration in that city and in a clash 
with the police a number of them were in- 
jured. The soviets provided the striking 
workmen with flunds through one of the| 


universities, which tends to prove the 
statement that Young China of the colleges 
is joining hands with the Communists. 
Twenty cents a day was paid to each strik- 
er for his maintenance. 

The hand of soviet Russia also is being 
felt in the schools of China. The Russky 
Golos, a newspaper representing the mon- 
archist element of the local Russian popu- 
lation, says that the appointment of ene 
Ustrialof! as manager of the educational, 
department of the Chinese Eastern Rail-! 
way is resulting in “the enforcement of the 
soviet program of moral and physical de- 
generation in the schools.” The experi- 
enced pedagogical staff has been dismissed 
to make room for the Bolsheviks. 

The Christian general, Feng. is said to be 
suffering from an incurable malady, which 
is unfortunate, considering the disaffection 
of Chang and his evident intention to work 
mischief at Peking. Feng has retired to 
Kaigan for a reset. Kaigan is close to Pe 
king, however, and, if he is able to do so, 
Feng will guard Marshal Tuan and see to 
it that the ambitious war lord does not 
unseat him. 

Permanent peace in China seems a long 
way off. 


E MOORS AGAIN 

In repeating itself history very fre 
quently says very uncomfortable things. 
Just now the sleep of thousands of the de- 
scendants of the generation of Ferdinand 
and Isabella is disturbed by visions of a 
return of the expelled Moors. For thirteen 
years Spain has engaged in an intermittent 
warfare on the African coast and, during 
that period, the Moroccans have been push- 
ing fofward and the Spaniards flinching. 

Just now there is considerable concern 
expressed in the part of the Spanish press 
that escapes the censor over what the end 
will be. The following extract is from a 
recent leading article in Hispania, a Madrid 
publication: 

What is our position today? Worse 
than ever, strategically speaking. [It 
occurs to The Times that ever covers 
a long period.] The so-called Primo de 
Rivera line is longer than the Hinden- 
berg line in the World War. The whole 
Riff and Yebala are massing in front 
of us for an attack. Spain has no 
friends in the enemies’ camp. We have 
150,000 men fighting with their backs 
to the sea and waiting for the cominx 
of Abd-El-Krim's sentence. He has re- 
peatedly asserted he would force us to 
evacuate, and he will do 80 at any mo- 
ment. This is inevitable, because he 
has refused all the overtures of Primo 
de Rivera. An unprecedented disaster 
in the colonial wars of the world is 
threatening Spain and Morocco. It isa 
matter of days when the disaster will 
happen. 

So the Crescent is pushing forward 
again, and the banner that oncé carried the 
cross is concealed from view by the dust 
raised by the fleeing Spaniards. From this 
distance one wonders what has come over 
the Spanish infantry, once the steadiest in 


jaim, tor, not only is Peking again likely to/ants of a people ~with so glorious a tradt-
